ting two cars from the train and the 
engine with thirteen coaches moved 
on a nule before it was discovered 
two cars were missing.

LIBERTY BONDS. 


The Secretary of the Treasury has announced 


that the next Liberty Loan will be opened for sub- 
scription some time in February, if not earlier. The 
amount of the issue has not been stated but. in ac- 
cordance with the authorizations of Congress, it 
may be as much as $tU)U'J,UUU,l)UU. Tne oversub- 
scription of the second loan, just closed, is expected 
to be over five billion, in which case one billion will 
remain as a nucleus for starting the new loan. 


But the floating of the first two loans has dis- 


closed two mistakes of the Treasury Department 
which worked against the loans. The first of these 
was the failure of the department to deliver all the 
bonds subscribed for in the first Liberty Loan cam- 
paign, especially these of small denomination, to 
the purchasers before the second loan was inaugu- 
rated. All of the first issue sold have not yet been 
delivered. 
While this will not mean any loss in 


interest to the purchasers, the bond delivered -would 
have acted as the most compelling kind of adver- 
tisement of the second issue bonds. The buyers of 
small bonds, to whom investment of savings in 
securities was an entirely new event, would have 
been more favorably impressed by the possession of 
their United States government security. The 
records of the banks will show that a large number 
of subscribers to the first issue failed to buy any 
of the second issue, q. fact that is to be largely ex- 
plained on the failure of the delivery service of the 
United States "Bureau of Printing and Entrrnvinsr. 


The other factor which worked against the 


greater sale of bonds of small denomination in the 
first issue was the inability of subscribers to buy 
the bond outright and get delivery over the counter. 
This was in a measure remedied in the second cam- 
paign and the result of having small bonds for 
cash sales "was observed to be favorable. 


But in spite of these drawbacks, which were un- 


avoidable, the success of the first two Liberty 
Bonds has been greater than the most optimistic 
persons hoped for. Both issues have been heavily 
over-subscribed and the bonds have been sold at par 
at a comparatively low rate of interest. The cost 
of selling the bonds has been approximately one- 
tenth of one percent, which means that practically 
the whole of the proceeds has been available for 
meeting the nation's war expenses. No other nation 
at war has been able to float its bond issues on 
such an economical and satisfactorv basis.
